NATURE OF WORK

Thisis highly responsible administrative work providing overall direction for the programs, projects
and activities of the Urban Development Department. This position isin the unclassified service.

Work involves responsibility for planning, directing, supervising and evaluating the services,
programs and staff of the Department, and acting as liaison with federal, state and other public and private
organizations in the development of the total Urban Development Program. Work includes directing the
establishment of program policies and procedures, and planning programs to achieve maximum participation and
proper balance in interrel ationships between various neighborhood/private sector participating groups, City
departments and Urban Development staff. The incumbent is expected to exercise considerable independent
judgment within general established guidelines and policies, with work being performed under the general
supervision of the Mayor. Supervision is exercised over professional, technical and clerical personnel.
